(RUSSIAN), USED TO DESCRIBE MEMBERS OR SUPPORTERS OF THE ZCH/OUN/B 
(THE FOREIGN SECTION OF THE ORGANIZATION OF UKRAINIAN NATIONALISTS, 
BANDERA FACTION), ALSO REFERRED TO AS THE OUN/BANDERA OR OUN/B. 

UKRAINIAN NATIONALISTS NOT CONNECTED WITH THE OUN/B ALSO ARE FREQUENTLY 
REFERRED TO AS "BANDEROVTSI" BY THE SOVIETS. THE OUN/B IS AN EMIGR’fi 
ORGANIZATION OF ANT I -COMMUNIST, ANTI -RUSSIAN, UKRAINIAN NATIONALISTS 
WHO STRONGLY FAVOR THE CREATION OF AN INDEPENDENT UKRAINIAN STATE. 

MOST OF THE MEMBERS OF THE GROUP ARE GALICIAN UKRAINIANS WHO WERE 
POLISH SUBJECTS FROM 1920 TO 1939. THE OUN THE UKRAI’NE, AND THE
